This ordinance received a DO PASS recommendation for the 

following reasons: 

(1) The area is contiguous to the east end industrial 
area. 

(2) The relocation of this use into, an industrial area 
would restore, to a substantial extent, the neighbor¬ 
hood in which this use is now located, to a more 
residential character. 

(3) The amount of property involved in this petition 
would, to a large degree, isolate industrial 
development from residential property.
